REPORT OF THE SCHOOL’ BOARD. 


During the past school year eight schools have had twenty- 
five weeks each, and one school has had twenty-four weeks. 
This is a good showing, considering the amount of money 
‘appropriated by the town for school purposes. The condition 
of the schools is such as to warrant, in the main, a favorable 
report. 

Each school has been visited twice during each term by some 
member of the board, and in some instances, more frequently. 
The teachers have performed their duties with much zeal and 
untiring industry. Commendable progress has been made, and 
we believe our schools will compare favorably with the schools 
of adjoining towns. 

The schoolhouses now in use have been painted outside 
recently, and, with two exceptions, have been repaired within. 
Such improvements reflect credit upon those who, by their votes, 
make it possible to have them. ‘The two exceptions are the 
Goss and Richardson schoolhouses. Of the $300 appropriated 
for repairs at the annual election, March, 1895, there remain 
$130 unexpended. ‘This amount, with a further appropriation 
of $200, would enable us to make all the repairs needed. 

Too much attention cannot be given to the improvement of 
schools and school property, and no town can mistake that pro- 
vides every possible facility for the mental development of her 
children and youth. The better schools we have, the greater 
the inducement to people, who appreciate them, to become 
permanent settlers here.

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While we appreciate the fact that many-of the young people 
receive training which enables them to pursue their studies in 
schools of higher grade elsewhere, it would be still more gratify- 
ing if we could have a graded school here which would enable 
such youth to remain longer with us, and possibly induce some

exist, property is valued more, and all people and business are 
favorably affected thereby. 
Trusting something may be done in the near future towards 
a movement of this kind, this report is respectfully submitted.
